Hoyt Moore Tells Student* of 

Junior College Somethin* About 
Short Story Writing— 
Advice To Beginners 

Hoyt Moore, editor and publish¬ 
er of the Fulton Daily Leader, 
spoke before the Scribblers Club 
of the U. T Junior College in the 
administration building auditorium 
at 7:30 Tuesday evening. Novem¬ 
ber 11 

After the meeting was called 
to order by the president, Martha 
Pybus, Jamie Lawler, editor of 
The Volette, made the assignments 
for the coming issue of the 
college paper, and Marjorie Fuqua 
introduced Mr. Moore. H. H. Kroll, 
sponsor of the club, added a furth¬ 
er word concerning iMr. Moore and 
his work as a writer and publish¬ 
er. 

“I did not used to get more 
pleasure out of speaking to young 
people than to adults,” Mr. Moore 
began his talk on writing, “but 
now I do. Young people believe 
there is a tomorrow.” He gave some 
humorous remarks of the days 
when he was a student at Hall- 
Moody, indicating a broken win¬ 
dow that happened when he was 
at the school. 

"A short story has about 20 
pages,” Mr. Moore stated. Many 
less or more would keep the story 
from selling. Then there must be 
a plot and characters, and an 
obstacle to overcome. Personally,” 
Mr. Moore went on “I could never 
write a story until I knew the 
beginning and the end.” He once 
took a correspondence course in 
story writing he said, but the 
course did him no good, although 
he thought the text book that 
came with it was valuable. “Char¬ 
acter is the most difficult part 
of story writing,” he said. To il¬ 
lustrate character he quoted 
Kipling and Stevenson. Where do

Dear Folks: 

When and if you ever do go on 
a long trip again, come see Mon¬ 
treal. It's a beautiful city, very 
clean, modem as 1941, but still 
old world style and construction. 
Most of the homes are of marble 
and granite; very exclusive, the 
whole blamed city. 

People here don't care how fast 
they drive, and although I have 
never seen any wrecked cars, the 
ambulance passes CTC very often. 

Seats for the picture show must 
be reserved in advance—costs from 
60c to $2.00, Canadian money. 1 
saw “Fantasia” the other night 
and you should see it by all means. 
Even drive to Nashville or Mem¬ 
phis if you must, it is well worth 
it. If I had the funds I would 
see it again myself. I paid a dol¬ 
lar Canadian (90c U.S.) just for 
myself on the return engagement, 
balcony in “His (Majesty's Thea¬ 
tre.” I understand the Prince of 
Wales (and Wally) stopped there

INTRODUCING PROFESSOR ADAMS

May I introduce to you the per¬ 
sonality, Professor Q. R. Adams 
of Texas, who is filling Professor 
Gatlin's place at the Junior Col¬ 
lege temporarily? I'm sure you’ve 
seen him on the campus or in 
the office which he shares with 
Mr. Dean. He's an intellectual look¬ 
ing young man of short stature 
with blue eyes and thin, sandy 
hair. His speech is soft and slow 

a sure sign that he's from the 
South. 

Mr Adams was born in the year 
1911 on a farm in Comanche 
County, Texas. Incidentally, he said 
he was not descended from the 
Adams boys who became presi¬ 
dents of the United States, even 
though his father's name was John 
Quincy Adams. He graduated from 
high school in Comanche in 1929. 
He didn’t indulge in school ath¬ 
letics, but he consistently made 
the honor roll. From high school 


he went to John Tarleton College, 
a branch of Texas A. & M. at 
j Stephenville. Texas, and often call¬ 
ed the largest junior college in the 
world. He met his future wife 
while there. Having graduated in 
1931 he entered Texas A. & M„ 
where he became second lieuten¬ 
ant in the cadet corps and also 
secretary of the F.F.A. Chapter 
at the University. In 1933 he re¬ 
ceived his B.S. degree in agricul- 
, tural education. Then he taught 
j vocational agriculture for three 
years in the high school at Duster, 
Texas. During this time (1930 to 
be exact) he married the same 
girl he had met while in John 
Tarleton. 

Speaking of his marriage, Mr. 
Adams smiled and said he remem¬ 
bered these first few days very 
well because of the sudden change 
In the weather. “The mercury drop¬ 
ped to eight below zero and my 


wife almost left me." he laughed 

He was offered a job at a larger 
school in Blanket, Texas, in 1936 
as principal and teacher of voca¬ 
tional agriculture which he ac¬ 
cepted. He described this high 
school occupying one hundred forty 
square miles as being very mod¬ 
ern and having many conveniences. 
However, he resigned in order to 
enter Texas A & M. as a gradu¬ 
ate assistant and also to finish 
his thesis for his masters’ degree. 
He majored in agricultural econ¬ 
omics and rural sociology. He was 
immediately given a job with the 
Farm Security Administration at 
Jefferson, Texas. From Jefferson he 
was transferred to Canton in 1941. 
Then he came to the Junior Col¬ 
lege. 

“You certainly don’t have any 
trouble getting work, do you, Mr. 
Adams?” I observed. "No," he re-
